AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW.

Charles K. Farmer, purser on the 
steamer City of Chicago, had an inter­ 
esting interview yesterday with Mrs. 
Frederick Sohwatka, the widow of 
Lieut. Frederick Sohwatka, the great 
Arctic explorer. Mrs. Schwatka made 
the round trip across the lake yester­ 
day* and when she^ registered Mr. 
Farmer, who had read the hlstorr of 
Schwatka’s Arctic explorations, was 
curious to know if the woman wi^i a re­ 
lative of the great man. When he was 
%dvised that shc> was his widow he. 
asked for an interview, which she very 
graciously granted him. 


Mrs. Sohwatka had accompanied her 
husband on many of his Arctic expedi­ 
tions and with him has traveled all 
through the regions where the big gold 
strikes have been made. She knows 
every foot of territory in the Klondike 
and is glad to furnish information, ac­ 
quired by personal experience, to those 
who contemplate seeking fortunes in 
that benighted region. She insists 
that the government should interfere 
and prevent the tide of immigration 
pouring into Alaska. It is a death trap, 
she sa)[s, and a nation should protect 
its subjects from the inevitable doom 
that awaits two-thirds of the enthusi­ 
asts who are flocking to Alaska. 


The mountain passes, Mrs. Schwatka 
says, are strewn with the skeletons of 
miners who have perished either from 
heat, cold or starvation while return­ 
ing from or going to the gold fields, 
and this she predicts will be the fate of 
more than half of the deluded persons 
who have started for the Klondike or 
will start in the next 12 months. Her 
advice to would-be Alaskan miners is to 
remain at home. While there may be 
fortunes of the precious metal in Alas­ 
ka it is not worth the sacrifice of life 
that its acquirement demands. 


Those who are able to withstand the 
arctic winters will find death awaiting 
them in summer when the heat is in- 
suflferable. Along the rivers are cess­ 
pools which in summer emit a deadly 
odor of decayed vegetable matter, filling 
the atmosphere with germs ot fatal and 
loathsome diseases. 
And then the 
E 
robable scarcity of food will bring 
ardships which few will be able to 
withstand. 


The interference of the government, 
unless provisions are made to get suf­ 
ficient food into that region, should be 
a matter of serious consideration, ac­ 
cording to the belief of Mrs. Schwatka. 
Thousands of miners will perish, she 
says from other causes than lack of 
food, but there will be hundreds of 
them who will starve to death. 
Be­ 
tween the years 1883 and 1889 Mrs. 
Schwatka’s husband made three expe­ 
ditions to Alaska, on one of which, 
accompanied by Mrs. Schwatka, he 
explored the Yukon river from its 
mouth to its source. 
This gave Mrs. 
Schwatk» splendid opportunities to 
study the conditions of the country 
and therefore her advice ought to be 
of considerable importance to person# 
contemplating a trip to the Klondike.

SEEKS A DIVORCE. 


A DARING ASSAULT. 


V illlan Attannipt« toKIII an Eiirht Y ear 
Old Boy. 


A brutal assault was committed on 
Allen Wilson, an eight-year old boy, 
who lives with his parents in St. Jos­ 
eph, by William Burns yesterday after­ 
noon. Burns 
was 
arrested and a 
complaint alleging assault with intent 
to murder was lodged against him. 
He was arraigned before Justice Bal­ 
drey this morning and held in the sum 
of $1,000 to appear August 5 for a pre­ 
liminary hearing. Not being able to 
procure sureties «Burns was committed 
to jail to await his hearing. 


Burns is a traveling berrv-ploker. 
He has been in the^ employ of Robert 
Earl and John Lane in Royalton town­ 
ship and yesterday he came to St. 
Joseph anjl drank till he was intoxi­ 
cated. Between 1 and 2 o’clock little 
Allen Wilson was sent down town to 
get a box of berries. At tho corner of 
Main and Ship streets he was seized by 
Burns, who, with an oath commanded 
the boy to accompany him. 


“What are you going to do with me?” 
inquired Allen. 


“None of yourd—n business,” was 
the gruff rejoinder, and seizing Allen 
^ the hand he dragged him after him. 
T h e boy attempted to cry out but Burns 
prevented it by placing his hand over 
Allen’s mouth. He threatned to kill 
the boy if he made an outcry. 


With a vicious grip on the little fel­ 
low’s arm Burns walked toward the 
river and arriving at the Vandalia 
railway track he turned his course 
east along the tracks. He continued 
walking until Ireland’s planing mill 
was reached when he dragged the boy 
into the bushes in the rear of that 
building. 


Clutching Allen by the throat the 
villian swore he intended to kill him. 
He threw the boy to the ground and 
said: “Your father told me to kill you 
and I’m going to do it.” He leaped 
npon the defenseless boy with the fer­ 
ocity of a beast and was tightening his 
wicked grasp upon the boy’s neck when 
John Waller appeared. Waller shouted 
to Burns^to release the lad and hast­ 
ened into the bushes to rescue him. 
The accidental arrival of Waller saved 
the boy’s life. Burns arose to his feet 
and hurried away. 


Waller took charge of the lad and 
took him before Chief Stuckey who in­ 
structed Waller to start in search of 
the assailant who had left over tlhe 
highway toward Benton Harbor. The 
boy accompanied Waller and arriving 
here Waller learned of the officers that 
a man of the description given had just 
been locked up for drunkenness. The 
boy was taken to the jail where he 
identified the man as his assaulter. 


Patrick Western who was arraigned 
before Justice Cady yesterday morning 
charged with fighting and who plead 
not guilty was again brought before the 
same Justice in the afternoon and 
changed his plea to guilty.

One Man Killed and $70,000 of 
Property Destroyed. 


M ic h ig a n C ity , July 29.—One man 
burned to death in a horrible manner,an 
other suffering from severe burns, sev­ 
eral overcome by the fumes of naphtha 
and heat, a property loss '^of $70,000, an 
entire block of buildings in ashes and 
five families homeless. These are the 
features of a tire which yesterday 
threatened this city with destruction 
and resulted in a call upon the Chi- 
cdi^o lire department for assistance. 


William Bauman 
was burned to 
death and 
Herman 
Lukow, 
Fred 
Peters. Louiii Schwartz, George Peters 
and Fireman Jones, were badly in 
jured. but will probably live. 


The fire originated in an under­ 
ground vault in the basement of the 
Michigan City Sash and Door com­ 
pany, used a« a storage-room 
for 
{ïtisoline, shellac, naphtha and benzine. 
William Bauman and Herman Lukow 
went into the vault at 10:30 this mori*- 
ing for the purpose of tilling a can 
with naphtha to be used in 
the 
factory. 
Lukow carried 
a lighted 
lantern and Bauman was drawing the 
oil, when the lantern exploded, setting 
tire to the oil just drawn. 
In an in­ 
stant the place was a mass of tlame. 
The tluids stored in the vault became 
ignited, explosion followed explosion 
and the entire building was on fire 
before the employes realized what had 
happened. 


First to arrive on the scene were 
Louis and John Schwartz, who ran to 
the assistance of Bauman and Lukow, 
who had been overcome by the fumes 
of burning oils. The Schwartz brothers 
dragged Lukow to a place of safety, 
and then Louis Schwartz returned to 
rescue Bauman. He had just stepped 
Inside the vault when two barrels of 
benzine exploded, knooklng him over 
and burning him in a terrible manner. 
He was dragged out by bis brother» 
end then, the l^eat being too Intense to 
permljtble re-en(nwoe, be was obliged 
M>d.le>fe Bauman lo hie ftile.

ITanf« Troop* to Proloet tlio Worklnt

The 
sheriff at Roanoke has wired Qbvernör 
Tanner asking for troops to pr\)tect the 
mines and lives of the miners. The sher* 
Ifl! It not in a position to withstand the 
attack of a force of 1,000 men. He has 
sworn in fifty deputies, and has some 
special police, but is unable to procure 
sufficient force to reiUst 
the force 
marching to Roanoke from irix or eight 
mining towna There is great excite­ 
ment. 
, 


Metamora,

20.—-Twenty 
deputy sheriffs have been sworn in to 
go immediately to Roanoke, nähere ah 
nvaslon 
of coal miners ii expected 
from Minonk, Streator, Klngley, We- 
nona, Toluca and Rutland, for the pur­ 
pose of forcing the minere to Join the 
strike. A telegram from Minonk says 
that SOO have left there and will meet 
the other forces at Benson. ^It is be­ 
lieved that the entire force will number 
800 ti> 1,000. They threaten to stay at 
Roanoke until every miner is out. The 
rtieriff at Roanoke is massing deputies 
to protect property and life. The march­ 
ing miners are carrying provisions. The 
Roanoke mines were visited a week ago, 
and the men then came out, but one- 
fourth of them returned to wortc and 
have been wroking every day since. Much 
of the coal mined has been used by 
farmers in threshing machines^ Serious 
trouble Is greatly feared. 


Springfield, Ilia, July 29.—<3overnor 
Tanner received a telegram from the 
sheriff at Roanoke asking for state 
troops. The governor telegraphed that 
as no overt acts had been committed 
the circumstances did not warrant send­ 
ing any troops and none would be sent, 
and for the sheriff to telegraph him this 
morning the condition of affaira 
The General Strike Situation. 
Pittsburg, July 29.—The general strike 
situation is leas encouraging from, the 
miners' standpoint than it was a week 
ago.' Breaks in the ranks of the river 
mon and a general feeling of discour­ 
agement over the West Virginia situ­ 
ation have combined to quench enthusi­ 
asm In a remarkable degree. One prime 
factor In bringing about this condition 
uf affairs Is thought to be the Inaction of 
the Wheeling convention In devising 
ways to stop coal shipmetns from the 
disputed territory. On all sides the con­ 
ference waa confidently looked upon by 
the men as presenting a speedy aolution 
of the West Virginia problem and a 
means of making the tie up general. The 
issuance of long resolutions was in the 
nature of a boomerang. This morning 
will witness one of the most Intereaitlng. 
and some confidently predict to be tlie 
last mass meetings of the present strike. 
All efforts have been concentrated on 
De Armit’s mlaes, and labor ofHclals art 
to rally the men from all over the coun­ 
try. Eugene V. Debs and Presldnt 
Ratchford, of the United Mine Workers, 
will be among the chief speakers, whUe 
there will be a host of lesser officials 
and organisers. 


Planned aa n Peaeeflil Dewonstmtlon. 
The demonstration Is planned as a 
peaceful one, and with the idea of mak­ 
ing one last effort to bring out the 
working miners by the strongest kind of 
moral suasion. The meeting will be held 
at McCrea's school house, near Plum 
Creek. Miners will march to the place 
of assemblage from all near-by mines. 
Ail sorts of rumors are in circulation 
concerning this meeting. 
One is that 
force may be used should moral suasion 
fall to bring the De A i^it men out. In 
support of this it Is reported that at 
least 500 strikers are at Turtle Creek 
now. and small parties are constantly 
arriving to augment the crowd. 
The 
men carry clubs and have provisions for 
a two or three days’ outing. A large 
number of deputies are in readiness to 
take a hand should their services be 
needed. The miners’ officials say posi* 
tiveiy that there will be no trouble, and 
they believe the working miners will lis­ 
ten to reason and Join their brethren.

Opemtors nt Plttabarg Agree and Will 
Trf to Pnt It Into foree. 


nttsburg, July 29.—*^he *‘true uni- 
fOTmity" conference of coal operators of 
the Pittsburg district concluded ita work 
last night at 9:16 o’clock, after a two 
day# session of close and persistent 
work. The twenty-one sections of the 
uniformity agreement were thoroughly 
discussed and adopted section by section 
The best of feeling prevailed throughout 
the meetings^ the only exception being 
the bolting of Colonel Rend at Tues­ 
day'« session. Just previous to adjourn­ 
ment, however. Judge bwens announced 
that Colonel Rend had authorised him 
to state that any agreement the confer­ 
ence adopted would receive his hearty 
co-operation, and he would sign it if 95, 
60, or even 20 per cent, of the opreators 
were sincere In their sanction of it. The 
conference appointed a committee of 
five—W. P. De Armlt, J. B. Zerbe, J. J. 
Stoyter, J. C. Dyoart, and N. F. San­ 
ford, with General John Little—to se­ 
cure the signatures of the operators to 
the agreement. Thlscommittee will begin 
its work today. It will be aided by the 
Ohio board of arbitn^tton. 
When the 
requisite number of signatures 
have 
been secured another meeting will be 
held to ratify the agreement. 


Speeches were made by De Armlt. 
Dempster, Little, Zerbe and others, all 
expressing satisfaction over the result of 
the meeting and predicting the success 
of the plan. >The agreement as adopted 
provides for cash payment of wages. 
2,000 pounds to the ton. check welghmen 
on the tipples, miners to be credited with 
full quantity of coal contained in the 
mine car. abolition of company stores, 
semi-monthly pay day, uniform price 
for pick mining In the thin and thick 
vein districts, and screens not exceeding 
% inch. It also provides that In case of 
the violation of the provisions and terms 
of the agreement a penalty of 10 cents per 
ton on the total output of coal mined by 
the .violator will be charged, which pen­ 
alty Is to be paid to a comminUon sub­ 
ject to the right of further arbitration 
or appeal. 


Said penalty when collected Is to be 
distributed among the signers of the 
agreement pro-rata, in proportion to the 
total amount of tonnage or output made 
by them during the year. The commis­ 
sion is to be choeen annually and shall 
be known by the name of the ^'unlform- 
ity commission.'’ It shall be composed 
of nine members, the thick and thin 
vein operators having proper represen­ 
tation. The members shall be sworn to 
faithfully and Impartially perform the 
duties of their office and will be author­ 
ised and empowered to enforce the Judg­ 
ments and awarda It shall also be em­ 
powered to subpoena witnesses with the 
same force and effect as a board of arbi­ 
tration duly appointed under the act of 
assembly of the state of Pennsylvania 
relating to compulsory arbitration. 


The agreement shall not become ef­ 
fective unless it has been signed by 95 
per cent, of the operators on or before 
Jan. 1, 1898. 
After 90 per cent, have 
signed the agreement, if any fifteen op­ 
erators shall be of the opinion

Of all the miners who 
have come from

new mining 
country, possibly none have struck it 
so rich as William Stanley and his 
three associates. They have taken out 
of their claims over 9112,000 in gold 
dust and nuggets, and they own no 
less than six claims 
and half of a 
seventh, for which they paid $45,000 in 
gold coin. 
None of the claims, they 
say, are for sale.

Everybody *‘Rubberinflr” Into the 
Heavens Today. 


Between the hours of 7 and 10 o’clock 
this morning every street corner in 
the city had a group of individuals 
looking through smoked glasses into 
the heavens.

2(M) years past and will not be repeated 
for n<»arly liOO years to come for the 
longitude of Greenwich.

Bow Cbewlnt Onm It Made. 


A walk through a leading chewing 
gum factory is interesting. Here over 
1,000,000,000 pieces of gum are annual­ 
ly produced and shipped to every poi- 
tion of the world. 
Three hundred em­ 
ployees are engaged iu the manufacture 
of the gum, the first step of which is 
the importation of the raw chicle, 
which is gathered by the peons in Mex­ 
ico and exported in bales containing 
about 150 pounds each. 


The gum is taken from the bales and 
chopped into small pieces. These are 
freed from tree bark and chips by steam­ 
ing and picking. 
Then it is ground in 
mills making 8,400 revolutions a min­ 
ute. Tho ground gum is subjected to a 
continuous heat of 140 degrees F. in 
drying rooms. From here the gum is 
sent to the “ white aproned cook,” who 
adds tho purest sugar and the freshest 
cream, granulated pepsin, powdered 
guru or kola or other desire<i ingredient 
to it and cooks it iu a stenm jacketed 
caldron, where it is turned and mixed 
by an ingenious double acting beater or 
rotating paddle until it has assumed the 
consistency of bread dough.* 


Now the.**dough boys” take hold of 
it and knead it in finely powdered sugar, 
passing it to the rollers,” where it is 
rolled between steel rollers until it is of 
the proper thickness, when it is whisked 
away to the “ markers.” The markers 
are ateel knived rollers which leave 
their impress upon the long sheets of 
appetising gum before it goes to the 
'’seasoning room,” after which it is 
broken on the lines left by the markers, 
Now tha gum finds Its way to tha 
wiapping room. ” Tha nimble fingera 
ol 160 dainty maidens aia baya at play.

White Dome G«yaer Tellowatone Park. 


“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wa^on. or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Ai one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
hallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is > in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle G^ser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It U perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-iive 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

The result proves that 
there was no justification tor the pre­ 
diction, as the order extends the civil 
service rules over all thecuatom houses. 
Including alxty-flve which had hereto­ 
fore been left out. The exceptions are 
few, being two or three of the higher 
aubordlnatea In each cuatom houae and 
Internal revenue office. « 


AaMMdmeat That la laiporlaal» 


An Important part of the order la the 
following paragraph: ”No removalahall 
be made from any position subject to 
competitive examination except for Just 
cauae and upon written charges filed 
with the head of the department, or 
other appointing officer, and of which 
the accused shall have full notice and 
an opportunity to make defense.” As­ 
sistant Secretary Vanderlip In apeaklng 
of thia said: "These amendmenta to the 
civil service rules which the president 
has signed are the most distinct steps 
forward that have been made in the 
civil service regulations since the pass­ 
age of the original law. Up to the pres­ 
ent time nearly all the regulations have 
been 
aimed at throwing safeguards 
around the method of entry into the 
service. There has been almost nothing 
looking toward the enforcement of the 
spirit of civil service refonn within the 
service itself. 


Inoluiiloii of the Cuntoat Houiieii. 


“Many prominent civil service refonn 
ers believe that regulations enforcing 
proper observance of the spirit of civil 
service reform within the service would 
be of much greater importance than 
anything that could be formulated in re­ 
gard to the entry into the service Itself 
and it is In this direction the amend­ 
ment which has just been signed by the 
president is aimed. 
Another distinct 
steps Is taken in the customs service 
All customs ofilces are, by the order 
just signed, placed in the classified ser­ 
vice. 
There were under President 
Cleveland’s order sixty-flve ports where 
the number of employes are five or 
less left outside of the claasified ser­ 
vice. All employes of those sixty-five 
ports are by this order embraced In 
the classified service with the exception 
of a deputy and a caahler at the prin­ 
cipal porta and of one deputy at ^ach 
sub-port or station.”

She knows 
every foot of territory in the Klondike 
and is glad to furnish information, ac­ 
quired by personal experience, to those 
who contemplate seeking fortunes in 
that benighted 
region. She insists 
that the government should interfere 
and prevent the tide of immigration 
])ourlng into Alaska. It is a death trap, 
she says, and a nation should protect 
its subjects from the inevitable doom 
that awaits two-tbirds of the enthusi­ 
asts who are Hocking to Alaska. 


The mountain passes, Mrs. Schwatka 
says, are strewn with the skeletons of 
miners who have perished either from 
heat, cold or starvation while return­ 
ing from or going to the gold fields, 
and this she predicts will be the fate of 
more than half of the deluded persons 
who have started for the Klondike or 
will start in the next 12 months. Her 
advice to would-be Alaskan miners is to 
remain at home. While there may be 
fortunes of the precious metal in Alas­ 
ka It 1s not worth the sacrifice of life 
that Its acquirement demands. 


Those who are able to withstand the 
arctic winters will find death awaiting 
them In summer when the heat is in- 
sufferable. Along the rivers are cess­ 
pools which In summer emit a deadly 
odor of decayed vegetable matter, filling 
the atmosphere with germs ot fatal and 
loathsome diseases. 
And then the 
probable scarcity of food will bring 
hardships which few will be able to 
withstand. 


V llltan A tte m p ts to Kill an E fsh t Y e a r 
O ld B oy. 


A brutal assault was committed on 
Allen Wilson, an eight-year old bov» 
who lives with his parents in St. Jos­ 
eph, by William Burns yesterday after­ 
noon. Burns 
was 
arrested and a 
complaint alleging assault with intent 
to murder was lodged against him. 
He was arraigned before Justice Bal- 
drey this morning and held in the sum 
of 11,000 to appear August 5 for a pre­ 
liminary hearing. Not being able to 
procure sureties «Burns was committed 
to jail to await his hearing. 


Burns is a traveling berrv-picker. 
He has been In the employ of Kobert 
Earl and John'Lane In Royalton town­ 
ship and yesterday he came to St. 
Joseph and drank till he was intoxi­ 
cated. Between 1 and 2 o’clock little 
Allen Wilson was sent down town to 
get a box of berries. At t|ie corner of 
Main and Ship streets he was seized by 
Burns, who, with an oath commanded 
the boy to accompany him. 


“What are you going todowlth me?” 
inquired Allen. 


*‘Noneof yourd—n business,” was 
the gruff rejoinder, and seizing Allen 
^ tho hand he dragged him after him. 
The boy attempted to cry out but Burns 
prevented it by placing his hand over 
Allen’s mouth. He threatned to kill 
the boy if he made an outcry. 


With a vicious grip on the little fel­ 
low’s arm Burns walked toward the 
river and arriving at the Vandalia 
railway track he turned his course 
east along the tracks. He continued 
walking until Ireland’s planing mill 
was reached when he dragged the boy 
into tho bushes in the rear of that 
building. 


Clutching Allen by the throat the 
villian swore he intended to kill him. 
He threw the boy to the ground and 
said: “Your father told me to kill you 
and I’m going to do it.” He leaped 
»ilMjn the defenseless boy with the fer­ 
ocity of a l)east and was tightening his 
wicked grasp upon tho l^ ’’s neck when 
John Waller appeared. Waller shouted 
to Burns to release the lad and hast­ 
ened into the bushes to rescue him. 
The accidental arrival ot Waller saved 
the boy’s life. Burns arose to his feet 
and hurried away. 


Waller took charge of the lad and 
took him before Chief Stuckey who in­ 
structed Waller to start In search of 
the assailant who had left over the 
highway toward Benton Harbor. The 
boy accompanied Waller and arriving 
here Waller learned of theofUcers that 
a man of the description given had just 
been locked up for drunkenness. The 
boy was taken to the jail where he 
identified the man as his assaulter.

These are the 
features of a tire whicli 
yesterday 
threatened this city with destruction 
and resulted in a call upon the Chi­ 
cago tire department for assistance. 


William Bauman 
was burned to 
death and 
Herman

Peters. I^ouis Schwai-t/., f»eorgo Peters 
and Fireman Jones, were badly in­ 
jured, but will probably live. 


The lire originated in an under­ 
ground vault in the basement of the 
Michigan City Sash and Door com­ 
pany. used as 
a storage-room 
for 
gasoline, shellac, naphtha and benzine. 
William Bauman and Herman Lukow 
went into the vault at 10:30 this moru- 
ing for tiie purpose of tilling a can 
with 
naphtha to be used in 
the 
factory. 
Lukow carried 
a lighted 
lantern and Bauman was drawing the 
oil, when the lantern exploded, setting 
lire to the oil just drawn. 
In an in­ 
stant the place was a mass of flame. 
The fluids stored m the vault became 
ignited, explosion followed explosion 
and the entire building was on fire 
before the employes realized what had 
happened. 


First to arrive on the scene were 
LiOuis and John Schwartz, who ran to 
the assistance of Bauman and Lukow, 
who had been overcome by the fumes 
of burning oils. The Schwartz brothers 
dragged Lukow to a place of safety, 
and then Louis Schwartz returned to 
rescue Bauman. He had just stepped 
inside the vault when two barrels of 
benzine exploded, knocking him over 
and burning him in a terrible manner.

strike. 
A telegram from Mlnonk says 
that 300 have left there and will meet 
the other forces at Benson. It is be­ 
lieved that the entire force will number 
800 to 1,000. They threaten to stay at 
Roanoke until every miner is out. The 
sheriff at Roanoke is massing deputies 
to proteOt property and life. The march­ 
ing miners are carrying provisions. The 
Roanoke mines were visited a week ago, 
and the men then came out, but ont- 
fourth of them returned to work and 
have been wroking every day since. Much 
of the coal mined has, been used by 
farmers in threshing machine» Serious 
trouble is greatly feared. 


Springfield, Ilia, July 29.«-<3ovemor 
Tanner received a telegram from the 
sheriff at Roanoke asking for state 
troops. The governor telegraphed that 
as no overt acts had been committed 
the circumstances did not warrant send­ 
ing any troop9 and none would be aent. 
and for the sheriff to telegraph him this 
morning the condition of afiaira 
Tho Oouoml Strlk« Sitaotion. 
Pittsburg, July 29.—The general strike 
situation Is less encouraging from the 
minera' standpoint than It was a week 
ago. Breaks in the ranks of the river 
mon and a general feeling of discour­ 
agement over the West Virginia situ­ 
ation have confined to quench enthusl- 
asm In a remaricable degree. One prime 
factor in bringing about this condition 
of affairs Is thought to Im the Inaction of 
the Wheeling r:onventlon in devising 
ways to stop coal shlpmetns from the 
disputed territory. On all sides the con­ 
ference waa confidently looked upon by 
tho men as presenting a speedy solution 
of the West Virginia problem and 
means of making the tie up general. The 
wance of long resolutions was in tho 
nature of a boomerang. This morning 
will witness one of tho most Interesting, 
and some confidently predict to be the 
last mass meetings of the present strike.

Pittsburg, July SO.—The **truo 
uni 
formlty’* conference of coal operatom ot 
Uio Pittsburg district concluded it» work 
last night at 9:1s o'clock, after a two 
day# session of close and penlatent 
work. Tho twenty-one sections of tho 
uniformity agreement were thoroughly 
discussed and adopted section by aoetlon 
The best‘ of feeling prevailed throughout 
tho meetings^ tho only exception being 
tho bolting of Colonel Rend at Tues­ 
day*« session. Just previous to adjourn­ 
ment, however, Judge Owens announced 
that Colonel Rend had authorised him 
to state that any agreement the confer 
ence adopted would receive his hearty 
co-operation, and he would sign It if 95, 
60, or even 20 per «cent, of the oproators 
wore sincere in their sanction of It. The 
conference appointed a committee of 
five—W. P. De Armlt, J. B. Zertie, J. J. 
Stoyter, J. C. Dyoart, and N. F. San­ 
ford, with General John Llttle^to 
cure the signatures of the operators to 
the agreement. Thiscommittee will begin 
Its work today. It will l>e aided by the 
Ohio board of arbitration. 
When the 
rfquiirtte number of signatures 
have 
been secured another meeting will be 
held to ratify the agreement. 


Speeches were made by De Armit. 
Dempster, Little, Zerbe and others, all 
expressing satisfaction over the result of 
the meeting and predicting the success 
of the plan. The agreement as adopted 
provides for cash payment of wage», 
2,000 pounds to the ton. cHeck weighmen 
on the tipples, miners to be credited with 
full quantity of coal contained in the 
mine car. abolition of company stores, 
semi-monthly pay day, uniform price 
for pick mining in the thin and thick 
vein districts, and screens not exceeding 
H inch. It also provides that In case of 
the violation of the provisions and terms 
of the agreement a penalty of 10 centaper 
ton on the total output of coal mined by 
the violator will be charged, which pen 
alty la to be paid to a commioslon sub­ 
ject to the right of further arbitration 
or appeal. 


Said penalty when collected is to bo 
distributed among tho signers of the 
agreement pro-rata. In proportion to the 
total amount of tonnage or output made 
by them during the year. Tho comml»- 
alon Is to bo choasn annually and ahall 
be known by the name of tho *‘uniform 
ity commisirion.'* It shall l>e composed 
of nine members, the thick and thin 
vein operators having proper represen­ 
tation. The members shall be sworn to 
faithfully and Impartially perform the 
duties of their office and will be author­ 
ised and empowered to enforce the Judg 
ments and awarda It shall also be em 
powered to subpoena witnessea with the 
same force and effect as a board of arbi 
tratlon duly appointed under the act of 
assembly of the state of Pennsylvania 
relating to compulsory arbitration. 


The agreement shall not become ef 
ftctive unlom It has been signed by 
per cent, of the operators on or before 
Jan. 1. 1898. 
After 90 per cent, have 
signed the agreement, If any fifteen op 
erators shall lie of the opinion 
that 
enough have signed to render It effect 
ive, a meeting shall be called In Pitts 
burg to declare it In force.

Ratoliford, Gompem and Soverettii Call on 
Atkinson—'0|i«n 
fk-oiii D«!»«. 


Charleston. W. Va., July 29.—Presi 
dent Ratchford, of the United Mine 
Workers, President Gompeis, of the 
American 
Federation of Labor, 
and 
Grand Master Sovereign,of the Knights 
of Labor, arrived here last evening and 
immediately called upon Governor At 
klnson to get an expression from him 
as to their right to speak and hold 
meetings In West 
Virginia, and es­ 
pecially to complain of an Iniunctlon Is­ 
sued by Judge Mason prohibiting the 
organizations to appear or hold meet­ 
ings on the grounds of any coal com­ 
pany without permission, or upon any 
road leading to the company’s prop» 
arty. Governor Atkinson pointed out to 
his visitors that the three branches of 
state government — the executive, the 
leglHlatlve and the judlclal^are entire­ 
ly separate and distinct one from the 
other: that he had jurisdiction only In 
the executive branch, and that the mat­ 
ter of issuing the Injunction is purely 
a matter far the courts, or the Judicial 
branch. 


The governor had not seen an official 
copy of tho Injunction, but If what he 
got from the newspapers in regard to 
It was correct he believed that the In­ 
junction was too sweeping In its pro­ 
visions.
